The last we saw of her, she 
was steaming along very slowly, appearing to 
have received considerable damage from our 
shots. 
On the 21st, while we were lying off 
and-oii the coast, anollitr steamer appeared, 
when we opened on our engine and gave chase, 
and in 3 hours were 
er, about three miles distant. 
We could get 
no nearer, in consequence of shallow water, but 
we, however, soon got in range, and opened on 
her finely. 
Seeing no chance tor escape, she 
was run ashore and burned. 
This steamer had
